WAS RAINING AND DARK 


When Accident Occurred 


and Boat Was Only 15 
Feet From the Bank- 
Seven Children Number- 
ed Among the Victims.

Syracuse, N. Y., June 22.—An in- 


vestigation of tlie launch 
accident 


yesterday which resulted 
in 
the 


drowning of 13 people in the Oswego 
canal last night is being made under 
the direction of Coroner Moore. 


There were 20 passengers on the 


boat and it was reported today that 
the craft was licensed to carry not 
more than 10 passengers. 
It 
was 


raining at the time of tlie accident 
and the canvas curtains had 
been 


pulled down and buttoned securely 
so that the boat proved a death trap 
lor its passengers. 


Seven children 
were 
numbered 


among the victims. 
Three women 


and two men were 
also 
drowned, 


only one of the children on the boat 
at the time of the 
accident 
was 


saved. 
Lev/is Dainer, owner of the launch 


said today that he was not more than 
15 feet from the bank, that there 
were sufficient life preservers on the 
boat to accommodate all aboard and 
that all would have been saved but 
the ram and the night being so dark 
made it impossible to see the people 
struggling in the water. Dainer said 
that his boat struck some object in 
the water probably a stump causing 
the launch to overturn. Two of Dam- 
er's children are among the victims. 


Among those known to have per- 


ished besides the Dainer /children 
were:

three Adams children, Margaret, 4; 
years, Lilian, 2 years and an infant, 
G months old. 


John Mogg, Syracuse, an engineer. 
Miss Welsh, Syracuse. 
The body of Miss Welsh and that 


of an unidentified child were recov- 
ered half an hour after the tragedy. 


At least three men and one wo- 


man, who were 
on the 
ill-fated 


launch, swam to safety on the banks 
of the canal, less than 50 feet away. 


Mrs. Lewis Dainer, wife 
of 
the 


owner of the launch, reached shore, 
but was in a serious 
condition 
at 


midnight. 


The accident occurred at 
10:30 


o'clock, less than 10 minutes after 
the launch left the dock. 


"I had just started on my journey 


and was less than a quarter of a 
mile from the lock, when the launch 
struck a stump," Danier said. "Be- 
fore I knew what had happened the 
boat tipped over. 


"I had life preservers aboard but 


there was no opportunity to 
use 


them. There was no opportunity to 
rescue the women or children. It was 
every one for himself in the dark- 
ness." 
For seven years the launch had 


been plying between the two points 
on the canal. It is a twenty-five-foot 
craft.

Railroads Win Suit In 


Supreme Court, Involving 


$700,000,000 Land Titles

Washington,. June 
22.—Transconti- 


nental railways won their tight for 
title to some $700,000,000 worth of oii 
lands when the Supreme court today 
held void the clause in the patents 
making the land revert to the gov- 
ernment it found to contain minerals 
' "In every case before this court," 
said Justice Vanceventer, "we have- 
held that where the la\\ 
says only 


mineral or homestead lands are to be 
granted by the land officials, the offi- 
cials must do their 
duty of ascer- 


taining whether that land came with- 
in the law and that they could not 
perform their duty by inserting ex- 
ceptions that the land should not pass 
if found later not to be Avithin 
the 


law." 
The court held that the patents 


were irregular -but that they could not 
be attacked 
collaterally—<by 
other 


claimants—but coald 
only 
be 
set 


aside toy a direct attack by the gov- 


Justice Vandeventer, for the court, 


incidentally emphasized the claim that 
the government's time in ~«hich 
it 


could attack the patents had expired 
in 1900 or 1901.

Today's decision was in a case 


brought by Edmund Burke of Califor- 
nia, 
.who claimed the right to lands 


now held by the Southern Pacific on 
the ground that they should revert 
to the government because oil had 
been iound after the issue of the 
patent to the railroad. 


Inasmuch as all the trans-conti- 


nental lines have similar lands they 
came into the proceeding. The court 
decided practically only point in favor 
of the government's contentions — 
that oil lands were mineral lands. 


The recovery however, of lauds ex-

the mediators had persuaded the Hu- 
erta government to come into the 
plan. 


Informal parleys between the Rep- 


resentatives of the 
two 
iactions, 


outside of the formal mediation pro- 
ceedings, but with the counsel and 
advice of the American delegates is 
the object of the new plan. 
This 


move was adopted, as a last resort 
eonstitu- 
armistice 


as desired by the mediators having 
failed. 
The appeal which is said to have 


influenced both factions, is that the 
Mexicans 
themeselves 
must 
save 


'their country from further spoliation 
and bloodshed by each making cer- 
tain sacrifices, but neither side will 
be asked to abandon the principles 
for which they have been contend- 
ing. 
It will be several days before 


the plans will materialize and con- 
stitutionalists delegates can 
arrive 


In the meantime the mediators and 
Huerta and American delegates will 
continue their 
discussion 
of 
the 


other points in the general 
peace 


plan than those on which they have 
been deadlocked. Separate conver- 
sations with tlie Huerta and Ameri- 
and delegates were set for today. 


The determination seems to be to 


leave the question of a provisional 
president to the two Mexican factions 
to decide. 
Any agreement 
which 


they may reach will be sanctioned 
by the American government 
and 


the result of the negotiations Tvould 
later be incorporated in the media- 
tion proceedings for final agreement. 


After the conference between the 


American delegates and the media- 
tors Justice Lamar said he had not 
been authorized to make any state- 
ment.

stroyed will be decided after an in- 
quiry into the tragedy. Trilby, the 
mother was a tame old lion. 
The 


five young lions were not quite full 
grown, born in 
captivity, 
bottle 


reared 
and 
considered harmless. 


Dietrich was knocked down in 
the 


cage, accidentally, it is thought, but 
as soon as the beast 
smelled 
his 


Hood they were transformed 
from 


playful cubs to jungle man eaters. 
The cage was in a freight car in the 
railroad 
yards. 
George McCord, 


an assistant who had 
entered 
the 


cage with Dietrich, could not save 
him and fled. 


Neither Dietrich nor McCord had 


any previous experience in wild beast 
taming, it was said. 
The 
police 


planned to inquire 
how Dietrich 


went into a dimly lighted den with 
six hungry lions without not means 
a_t iand for his protection. The po- 
lice prepared to kill all the lions 
last night, but were urged not to by 
McCord who said the cage would not 
be strong enough to hold the ani- 
mals if they were roused to a frenzy 
by the shooting. 


The lions, ten in number, were in 


two cages inside a box car. Dietrich 
went to the car to water them and 
prepare the car for its trip, "while 
his fiancee, Adgie Castillo, went to 
Lincoln Park to visit Cy de Vry. 


Dietrich found George MeCord, an 


attendant, in charge of the car. 


"These fellows are pretty mean to- 


day because of the weather," McCord 
says he remarked to Dietrich, as the 
latter entered the car to water the 
beasts arid clean 'the car. 


"They never would hurt me in 1,- 


000 years," said Dietrich, as he op- 
ened the cage and slammed it be- 
hind him. "Trilby," an old lioness, 
rolled on her back and struck 
at 


Dietrich playfull as lie walked past 
her. 


"Lookout, Boss," -warned McCord. • 
"Don't be a coward," replied Die- 


trich, "they are just playing." 


Just then there was a yellow flash 


through the air and before McCord 
could shout out a warning "Teddy," 
a young lion, had thrown himself 
upon Dietrich and had knocked him 
across the cage. 
\ 
The lion's claws slashed into Diet- 


rich's, shoulder and the blood was 
flowing when McCord sprang to his 
feet and grabbed a pitchfork. Four 
other 
lions had joined 
"Teddy," 


growling loudly and lashing 
their 


tails along the side of the cage. "Ted- 
dy' 'made another spring toward the 
bleeding man, but the aged lioness 
jumped in front 
of 
Dietrich 
as 


though to protect him and swerved 
the angry lion to one side. Dietrich 
was trying to force his way to the 
door of the cage, but was caught in 
the rush of the other lions and went 
down under the growling, clawing, 
biting, scratching mass. Old "Trilby" 
was pushed aside. 


McCord had grabbed a pitchfork, 


but the lack of room prevented its use 
and he was unable to get the tines in- 
to his car. 


With one last cry of "My God, get 


me out of here," Dietrich fell to the 
floor again as "Teddy" hit him with 
his paw, a blow that McCord saw 


near by.

McCord ran from the car Into the 


street shouting for help.

Mr. Camp was born in

from Coshocton. In his early boy- 
hood he was employed as a 
water 


carrier for the i?. &. O. railroad con- 
struction sang in the east end of the 
county, later became a section work- 
man and* finally entered the service 
of the B. &. O. railroad as a locomo- 
tive fireman. He worked in that ca- 
pacity for six years, when he was 
promoted to engineer. 


He had served as an engineer not 


quite one year, and therefore was 
not eligible to membership 
in 
the 


Brotherhood of 
Locomotive 
engi- 


neers, when 
the 
Pleasant Valley 


wreck occurred, in which he was so 
iadly injured that it was found nec- 
essary to amputate one of his legs. 


The wreck will be remembered by 


many of the older Newark and Lick- 
ing county residents. 
It resulted 


from the failure of the station agent 
at Black Hand to transmit the dis- 
patcher's orders changing the meet- 
ing places of B. & O. trains No. 27 
and 28. Mr. Camp was driving the 
engine of No. 27. 
Eight 
persons 


were killed, including a. man 
who 


was seated in the 
locomotive 
cab 


with Mr. Camp. 


For ten years the matter was in 


the court and as a result of the liti- 
gation in February, 1901, Mr. Camp 
;vas awarded judgment for ?15,995. 


In 1SS7 he was married to Miss 


Mary M. Jones, a daughter of Evan 
Jones, of Madison 
township. 
The 


widow and one son, Benjamin 
H. 


Camp, residing in the family home, 
survive. There are also two sisters 
living, Mrs. Martha Kelsey, of Co- 
umbus, and .Mrs. Roberts, wife of 
Dr. D. O. Roberts, of Hanover.

Why State Taxes Can Be Reduced 


Under the old 
order of 
things 


prior to the advent of a Democratic 
administration in Ohio, the intefes 
collected upon the public funds wa 
not turned into the state treasury 
Since the Democrats came into power 
in this state, the interest on these 
funds has been collected and turned 
into the state 
treasury.

has 


amounted in five years to more than 
one million dollars, and the monej 
is on hand, standing to the people's 
credit. 
Also, 
Democratic 
officials 


have recovered from their predeces- 
sors and the banks whom their bosses 
favored more than $100,000 in in- 
terest pocketed by them and turned 
it into the state treasury. 
It is 


there to the people's credit. 


The people 
themselves 
amended 


the constitution of the state so that 
saloons should be licensed. 
In pur- 


suance of this amendment a law was 
passed 
under 
this 
administration 


creating 
a state 
liquor 
licensing 


board, which took entire charge of 
the saloon business in the state. Un- 
der this licensing board not only 
faas the number of saloons been re- 
duced, intemperance 
minimized 
as 


evidenced by the 
police court 
re- 


cords 
of the state, 
immoral 
re- 


sorts closed and rigid regulations 
provided, but the entire cost of the 
administration of the law has been 
imposed upon the saloons themselves 
and the state liquor licensing board 
will turn into the state treasury more 
than a half million dollars of clear 
profit at the end of its first year of 
existence. That money stands to the 
people's credit in the state treasury. 


Under a law passed by the present 


legislature the expenses of the bank- 
ing department of the state are no 
longer defrayed from the public treas- 
ury, but the banks themselves pay it 
and, instead of being an expense, this 
department is able to turn a small

surplus into the state treasury to the 
people's credit. 


The same is true of the building 


and loan department, the expenses of 
which are no longer borne by the peo- 
ple, but by the building and loan as- 
sociations themselves.

First Things 


The first rebel general to raise the 


standard of revolt in Mexico, follow- 
ng the independence of the ^country; 
in 1821, was Anonio Lopez de Santa 
Ana, who died in the City of Mexico 
thirty-eight years ago today. Santa 
Ana was born in 1895 and as a hoy 
entered the revolutionary army and 
oon became prominent in the move- 
ment for the expulsion of the Span- 
ards. After the attainment of free- 
dom in 1821 the leader of the vic- 
torious army, Augustin Iturbide, was 
elected emperor. Santa Ana had fav- 
ored the establishment of a republic, 
tnd the empire of Augustine I. was 
ess than five months old when Santa 
•Vna led a rebellion and proclaimed 
the republic. He was the provisional 
lead of the republic after the abdica- 
tion of the Emperor in 1&23 until the 
first presidential election, in 
which 


en. Guadalupe Victoria was victori- 


ous. Santa Ana became president in 
1833, and tried in vain, by the most 
brutal measures, to suppress the rev- 
olution against Mexican authority in 
Texas. He was captured by the Tex- 
ans, but was later released. He was 
an exile when the United States began 
its war on Mexico, but returned to his 
native land on the outbreak of hos- 
tilities and soon gamed-the presiden- 
;y. He was again president from 1853 
to 1855.

When the present minister, W. D 


Ward, came to the Central Churd 
of Christ, in January, 1910, the lirs 
thing that demanded his attentior 
was the debt on the 
property, o: 


about $7,000. 
This debt had beer 


dragging for quite awhile, until the 
•burden of it had become very weari- 
some, especially to the older mem- 
bers. 
The lirst attempt that was 


made was on the nenny-o-day basis 
The first year of the present pastor- 
ate aoout $1300 v.as paid 
on 
the 


principle of the debt besides the in- 
terest. 
This 
gave 
the 
members 


courage to press on, and so a little 
was paid each year until, in March, 
1913, it was found that the entire 
amount was a litttle under §o,000. 


The pastor called a company 
of 


men together for a conference, and 
the daring suggestion was made that 
a campaign be organized w ith the 
view of paying oft' the entire indebt- 
edness on one' day. The idea found 
fjuor with a few. but many 
were 


tearful to undertake 
it,

that failure would be disastrous to 
all such attempts in the future. But 
the campaign was undertaken, the 
membership was carefully 
divided 


into groups, the -workers 
selected 


and trained, and as the preliminary 
work progressed the spirit of hope- 
fulness 
"spread 
throughout 
the 


church. May 4, 1013, was set as the 
day tor the actual raising 
ot 
the 


money, and President M. L. Bates, 
of Hiram College, was called to as- 
sist at the task. 
The result ot the 


day's work was that §4,000 in actu- 
al cash was recei\ed, and sixty-day 
pledges were taken to cover the re- 
mainder of the debt. The money was 
all recened in due time 
although 


some of the members had to go to a 
bank arid borrow their share of it. 
The spirit of real sacrifice manifest- 
ed has made the church richer •spir- 
itually for all time to come. 


On July 7, 1913, President Bates 


was again present, and the mortgage 
was burned in the presence of an 
immense congregation of happy and 
grateful people. 


No sooner -was the debt 
on 
the 


property paid, than 
the 
members 


were compelled to turn their attten- 
ioii to the repairing of the building. 
It had been neglected because of the 
debt until the welfare of the build- 
ing, as well as the appearance of it, 
demanded that something be done 
immediately. 
The walls of the au- 


ditorium had never been decorated, 
but only covered v>ith red plaster. 
So the church was repaired and dec- 
orated during August, 1913, 
at 
a 


cost of about ?1,100. 
Besides, the 


Sisterhood of the church purchased 
carpet for the pulpit and cork mat- 
ting for the aisles at a cost of $250. 
The building is now one of the most 
attractive and comfortable churches 
in the city. 


Another notable advance made by 


the church during the present pas- 
torate' has been the 
assuming of 


leadership in forming a union of all 
the churches of Disciples of Christ 
of Licking County, eleven in number. 
Because of its 
efficiency 
and 
its 


achievements, this county union has 
attracted much attention over 
the 


state and beyond. By the 
strong 


helping to bear the burdens of the 
\\eak, feeble churches in the rural 
districts have been encouraged and 
helped to a new life. 
The pastor of 


the Central Church, at Newark, has 
held several 
meetings 
that 
have 


saved weak congregations from, dis- 
banding 
and 
given 
them 
new 


strength. 
One 
building 
was 
re- 


paired, and the church, long since 
disbanded, was re-orgainized. As a 
union, the churches of 
the 
county 


support a missionary church at Cald- 
well, Ohio, under the direction 
of 


the Ohio Christian Missionary So- 
ciety. 


A country paper, published weekly 


in the interest of the 
churches 
in 


the county, is sustained, with 
the 


Newark pastor as editor and Mr. 0. 
C. Larason as assistant editor. This 
paper, 
known 
as, 
"The 
Licking 


Christian,'' is a mighty force in ad- 
vancing the cause it espouses.

purchased

looking toward the development of 
another congregation in that part of 
the city.
